Final Estimate Of 
Western Wheat Crop 


Grain Dealers’ Association Place 
Total At 558,459,000 Bushels 

Western Canada is harvesting a 
total of 558,459,000 byshels of wheat. 
This is the final 
Northwest Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. It shows an increase of nearly 
fifty million bushels over previous 
estimates. This is based on the thresh- 
ing returns, and the statement says 
85 per cent. of all wheat is threshed 
and the proportionate increase in fall 
plowing may bring the acreage up to 
25 million next year as compared with 
23 this season. 

In oats the yield is 818,714,800 
bushels with 65 per cent, threstied. 
Barley. 91,375,800 bushels, with 82 
per cent, threshed. Rye, 11,809,100 
bushels, with 94 per cent. threshed.

Singapore’s Huge Floating Dock 


Thousand Mile Journey 


After a four months’ voyage from 
England, the first portion of the huge 
floating dock for the new British na- 
val base arrived at Singapore, hav- 
ing completed a journey ‘of 8,000 
miles by way of the Suez Canal. 

The Singapore dock, when com- 
pleted, will be the largest floating 
dry dock in the world and large 
enough to hold any British warship, 
weighs 50,000 tons and contains 20,- 
000 tons of steel. It cost $60,000,000. 

The contract for completing the 
dockyard was awarded on September 
27, and called for the finishing of the 
work by 1935. It is estimated that 
the naval part of the project will cost 
$37,500,000,

William Allan Black, Director of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
President of the Ogilvie Flour Mills, 
was born in Montreal in 1862, the son 
of Charles R. Black, and was educat- 
ed in Montreal Public Schools. He 
was with the traffic department of 
the Grand Trunk Railway from 1879

. Canadian Wheat Pool 


210,000,000 Bushels Of Wheat Mar- 
keted Through Pool Last. Year 

Members of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool, who number over 140,000 farm- 
ers in Western Canada, received 
$1.42 net per bushel for their No. 1 
Northern wheat in the 1927-28 crop 
year. Payments for lower grades were 
in proportion, Cheques for the final 
payment of 2% cents per bushel on 
all grades were sent out recently. 
A total of $4,722,105.29 was distrib- 
uted in this final payment to farmers 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. 

The final price of $1.42 for No. 1 
Northern wheat compares with $1.45 
paid last year, $1.45 in 1926, and $1.66 
in 1925, and $1.01 paid by the Alber- 
ta Pool in 1924, the first unit of the 
Canadian Wheat Pool which went in- 
to business in 1923, In 1925 and 1926 
the market price for wheat was the 
highest since the war. 

The Central Selling Agency of the 
Canadaian Wheat Pool began oper- 
ations in 1924. The first year 81,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat were mar- 
eted, the next year 187,000,000 bush- 
els, and the third year 180,000,000 
bushels, and in the 1927-28 crop-year, 
210,000,000 bushels. 

Since the Canadian Wheat Pool be- 
gan business it has marketed about 
750,000,080 bushels of wheat and oth- 
er grains, with a value of over $1,- 
100,000,000. The Pool has accumu- 
lated through deductinos for eleva- 
tors and commercial reserves over 
$20,000,000 through its own handling 
facilities and is now in a position to 
handle the bulk of its own grain. 

Members of the Pool sign a five 
year contract to sell all their grain to 
the Pool. The second contract per- 
iod is just starting with a larger 
membership and acreage than before.

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Saskatchewan Has 
Endorsed Federal Plan 


Will Help In Scheme To Unite 
Families Of British Workmen 
In Canada 

Co-operatiow of the Saskatchewan 
Government was -promised in the 
Federal plan to unite families of Bri- 
tish workmen (regardless of the na- 
ture of employment) now employed 
in Canada, as the result of a confer- 
ence held between Hon. Robert 
Forke, federal minister of immigra- 
tion, and Hon’ Geo. Spence, minister 
of railways, labor and industries. 

The plan is one of cheap passage 
from the Mother Land for those who 
were left behind, and applies to 
families of men who came to Canada 
prior to June 6, this year, Assistance 
of the Provincial Government will be 
given through the machinery of the 
department of railways, labor and in- 
dustries. 

In brief, the Federal scheme pro- 
vides that tht British subject, with- 
out regard to the nature of his em- 
ployment, may*on application to the 
Department or Railways, Labor and 
Industries, secure a special ocean 
passage rate of £3. 15s. Od. ($18.75) 
for the adult members of his family 
and all his children under 17 years of 
age will travel free of charge to him. 
From the port of disembarkation the 
adult members of the family will 
have the advantage of the special 
cheap colonist rates to the point of 
destination. , 

To secure the advantages of the 
reduced rates the British subject 
wishing to bring his family out to 
join him in Saskatchewan, must ap- 
ply to the Minister of Railways, La- 
bor and Industries for the necessary 
application form. 

The application form requires the 
British subject to state what ship he 
came out on, and the date of his ar- 
rival at a Canadian port, and full 
particulars: of hie present address. 
He is also required to give the names 
and addresses of the adult members 
of his family, and his children under 
17 years. He is also required to de- 
clare that he is established and has 
@ reasonable prospect of being able 
to supprot his famijy in this country,

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A Tribute To Britain : 


Has Played the Game With People 
Of South Africa Says Hon. 
E. G. Jansen 

Hon. E, G. Jansen, Speaker of the 
House of Assembly of the Union of 
South Africa, in a recent address at 
Montreal, paid a remarkable. tribute 
to the tolerant and sympathetic 
policy followed by the British Gov- 
ernment in handling the racial pro- 
blem in that Dominion. He pointed 
out that the growing co-operative 
efforts by British and Boer towards 
joint reconstruction after -the Afri- 
can war had been halted by the out- 
break of the Great War. This new 
crisis had brought rebellion in its 
train and revived something of the 
old bitterness and racial antagon- 
ism. As a natural result, the Un- 
ion’s development had been retard- 
ed, for the struggle between the Boer 
and British elements in the popula- 
tion had prevented concentration on 
the increase of production. 

Today, however, the situation has 
radically changed. Both rares rec- 
ognize that they must sink their 
differences for the common good. Mr. 
Jansen thinks absorption was not for 
either of them. They must work 
out their destiny along individual 
lines. The British spirit of fair play 
toward minorities and of toleration 
for the views of citizens of non-Bri- 
tish origin is playing an important 
part in bringing the Boer and British 
together. Mr. Jansen declared that 
since 1902, Britain “has absolutely 
played the game with the people of 
South Africa,” with the consequence 
that no one in South Africa regards 
it as a practical move to sever the 
ties of Empire. The declaration of 
the Imperial Conference of 1926 re- 
moved all barriers to national pro- 
gress and aspirations, he claimed. 

A Remarkable Magnet 
Steel Alfey Raises Thirty Times Its 
Own Weight 

A new steel alloy possessing re- 
markable powers of magnetization 
has been discovered by a research en- 
gineer. It is cobalt steel alloyed 
with tungsten, and in the form of a 
horseshoe magnet it is claimed that 
it will raise a bar thirty times its 
own weight.

Valuable Find Is Made In Northern 

Saskatchewan 

Discovery of deposits of iron ochre 
estimated at 50,000 tons has been 
made near Makwai Lake, Saskatch- 
ewan, by William O, Neal, of Ker- 
robert, who has staked claims under 
the Dminion quartz mining regula- 
tions. | 

“Makwai Lake is almost due north 
of St. Walburg, the end of the steel 
on the Canadian National Railways. 
It can be reached by automobile over 
rough trails. The ochre deposite 
were found just south of the south- 
east arm of the Makwai Lake and & 
rough estimate suggests that somé- 
thing like 50,000 tons of rich red iron 
ochre, varying in depth from three 
to five feet, are available. 

Iron ochre has many uses. It is 
used extensively iff the manufacture 
of paint, for coloring floors, for col- 
oring sand lime brick, as a filler in 
the manufacture: of rubber goods, 
paper, oilcloth, for coloring match 
heads and for coloring stucco. 

Both the quality and quantity of 
the iron ochre deposits discovered at 
Makwal Lake are stated to warrant 
commercial development. Samples 
are now being tested for the Depart- 
ment of Railways, Labor and Indus- 
tries to determine the various proper: 
ties of the ochre.

Fuel Tank Found At Sea 


Believed To Be From ‘Plane In Which 
Amundsen Party Perished 

Copenhagen.—A fuel tank, hbeliev- 
ed to have belonged to the French 
Latham ‘plane, in which Roald 
Amundsen and five companions are 
presumed to have perished in an at- 
tempt to reach survivors of the ill- 
fated dirigible Italia, has been found 
~ The motor boat Keif arrived at 
Waldermund with the tank, having 
found it at latitude 64.62 north, longi- 
tude 8,50 east, about 200 miles north 
of Christiansand, Norway. It was 
capable of holding 600 litres of fuel 
but contained only 30. 

Oslo, Norway.—Careful inspection 
of a fuel tank picked up by the mo- 
tor boat Keif at Waldersyund has re- 
vealed two lines written in pencil, 
The writing, however, is almost illeg- 
ible because of the action of the sea.
